Book Reviews 

Who’s Who and Where in Horsedom. (J. H. 
Ransom; Ramsom Agency, Princeton, Ill.) is 
a compendium of information relative to the 
horse concerning almost all sorts of American 
breeds. Lists of members of the breed societies 
are included, along with lists of show an¬ 
nouncers, exhibitors, judges of all kinds of stock, 
listings of farms, show dates, two-minute-miles 
and many other interesting matters. Some ex¬ 
cellent biographical sketches of horse show per¬ 
sonalities are included, as well as some nostalgic 
Memories of a Railbird which indicate that 
the author would rather be back around the 
show circuit than promoting his Agency, had he 
the choice of operations. 

Behind the Scenes at a Horse Show, (Adrian 
Van Sinderen; Charles Scribner’s Sons, 597 Fifth 
Avenue, New York 17. $3.75). This is an in¬ 
valuable book of advice to one and all who have 
duties in connection with the running of any 
horse show. Professional or amateur, judge or 
exhibitor, parent or rider, or just plain horse 
show fan—to one and all we sincerely recom¬ 
mend this work, which is written with authority 
by the President of the American Horse Shows 
Association. Mr. Van Sinderen has boiled down 
to a few words the essence of many of the prob¬ 
lems which annually confront his Board of 
Directors, and, facing a problem born of the 
post-war development of interest in shows and 
showing, has offered a book of advice to one and 
all affected by these problems. This book is a 
must for all show executives. 

How I Pick Winners, (Ken Kling; Greystone 
Press, 31 W. 57th St., New York 19, N. Y. 
$2.00). Subtitled a "Complete Handbook on 
Horseracing” the writer, far from being any 
hater of himself or his proven ability as a handi- 
capper, offers a really entertaining work for the 
"improver of the breed” whose operations are 
confined to the windows of the "tote” machine. 
Crammed with humorous anecdotes dealing 
with racing and the amazing group of citizens 
who make up racing’s heterogenous people, Ken 
Kling’s book also furnishes the reader with a 
mint of useful information, which he could well 
afford to study before essaying his fi«*st tilt with 
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the "iron men" of today’s betting ring. The 
creator of Joe and Asbestos claims that he has 
never failed to show a winning year in the 
decade and a half of his operations. One hopes 
the book proves the same to be in store for its 
readers, if they can remember all the rules in 
advance. 

Timeform: a supplement to Best Horses of 
1947, (Phil Bull; Portway Press, Hemsworth, 
Pontefract, Yorkshire, England). Many Ameri¬ 
can racing men and women, as well as breeders, 
who hold an interest in racing in the United 
Kingdom, have enjoyed Phil Bull’s series of 
"Best Horses” of 1944-7. Unable to complete the 
1948 edition, due to unprecedented difficulties 
of production, the author has sent out, gratis, to 
subscribers, a so-called "potted edition" of the 
parent work, which is an illuminating review, 
in very brief form, of what Mr. Bull thinks of 
the chances of 2,800 horses which raced in 1947 
to succeed or fail in 1948. A Timeform Rating, 
representing in pounds a sort of average free 
handicap rating of each horse, is given. From 
this the "punter" can figure out his possible 
chance of a win or lose proposition. 

Yearling Sales 

The annual sales of Thoroughbred Yearlings 
to be held at Keeneland and Saratoga are ad¬ 
vertised in this issue of The Maryland 
Horse. The Breeders’ Sales Company will sell 
about 480 yearlings from July 26 to July 29, 
with the Fasig-Tipton Company selling about 
400 at Saratoga from August 10 through August 
19, the vendue being topped off with the dis¬ 
persal of Clovelly Farm, August 20 and a sale 
of Horses In Training Saturday, August 21.

The Maryland Horse Show 

By M. H. Cadwalader 


Held this year for the benefit of the Hospital 
for the Women of Maryland, and under the 
management of a large and hard-working com¬ 
mittee, the sixth annual Maryland Horse Show 
had every reason to be a success, and as a show, 
it was. As a ranking attraction for paying specta¬ 
tors, however, it was haunted by a rather meagre 
gate." It seems unfortunate, but also undeni¬ 
able, that Baltimoreans do not take enough in¬ 
terest in horse shows to drive out to Timonium 
even to see a very good one, whereas the annual 
dog show (to name one instance), held in the 
city where bus and trolley lines operate, brings 
them flocking. The answer might be to move 
the horse show in town—but this is far easier 
said than done. Meanwhile, a fine effort appears 
to go begging for general support. 

However the finances of the show turned out, 
horsemen on the whole had a pleasant time. 
There was good competition, despite the absence 
of some show stables owing to over-crowded 
schedules. There was A-1 judging, by Messrs. 
Charles J. Barrie and Gerard S. Smith, Col. Wil¬ 
liam L. Henderson, Mrs. Marjorie B. Hewlett, 
and Mr. Thomas Wilson. The ring events had 
more space than last year, two sections of Timo- 
niums inside rail having been removed; and the 
outside course was in excellent shape. The 
weather had its sulky spells, but these didn’t last. 
Smooth synchronization of classes, and excellent 
announcing kept things moving right on the dot, 
and even the fashion shows (a new intermis¬ 
sion feature) went off with neatness and dis¬ 
patch. 

Breeding division honors went to home 
breeders. Mrs. Robert H. Heighe’s 16-year-old 
mare Wise Sister, by Wise Counsellor, took the 
championship back to Prospect Hill Stud, and 
Frank Christmas’ bay yearling colt by Pilate- 
Memoirs was pinned reserve champion, as well 
as best Maryland-bred Thoroughbred. The 
Peach Brothers, of Upperville, Va., garnered 
three of the five blue ribbons given to half-breds. 
while John T. Sadler, Jr., took the half-bred foal 
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event with a son of Chilly Beau, and Thomas 
Maher, Jr., the half-bred yearlings with a colt by 
Grey Coat. The last-named was also the best 
Maryland-bred half-bred of the show. 

Coq d’Esprit’s two daughters and gelded son 
won the get-of-sire class, and the same two 
daughters, both out of Stella by * Wrack, made ir 
a double for C. Lamar Creswell by winning the 
produce-of-dam class. Usually difficult to fill, 
these two events brought out eight or ten en¬ 
tries together and, to students of blood, were 
absorbing. 

Both the green hunter and conformation 
hunter divisions were won by the Joseph A. 
Hale stable, of Greenwich, Conn., which sent 
*Glen Erin after the former and *Golden Hill 
after the latter honors. *Glen Erin was also 
awarded the blue in the model hunter class, in 
which his noted stablemate ranked only fourth. 
Both horses are big, handsome chestnuts—in 
fact, the show produced a bumper crop of chest¬ 
nuts and rather few blacks and bays—and the 
green horse should go far, as * Golden Hill has 
already. But Final Answer, a young horse of 
the Ralph T. Kings’, of Ohio, pressed to within 
half a point of the green championship, prov¬ 
ing outstanding as a hack and making *Glen 
Erin sweat a bit for the tri-color. 

Miss Barbara Shipley’s Flint, a Maryland-bred 
but Virginia-schooled fellow, won the Maryland 
hunter championship under Miss Pickens Hamil¬ 
ton’s clever guidance. Hugh Wiley pushed H. 
O. Firor’s Jitney Jingles into the reserve slot 
with some good rounds and tidy riding. Work¬ 
ing hunter championship went to Mr. and Mrs. 
King’s Kathlean N., ridden by Mrs. K. B. 
Schley from up Harford county way. Splendid 
old Post Meridian, owned by George diPaula, 
came out from a temporary retirement to get 
reserve in the same division, beating out a threat 
from Hobo, a Hohokus, N. J., entry of Miss Jean 
Leslie. 

Tennessee Walkers, roadsters, fine harness and 
saddle horses had their day, as well, though but 
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for Mr. Russell L. Law’s stables, few Maryland¬ 
ers were represented here. Miss Alma Sheppard, 
daughter of the Hanover Shoe Farm’s owner, 
gave an exhibition drive, in silks, to the interest 
of the audience—which remains still slightly 
puzzled by the Standardbred world. Carolanne 
Farm’s minute but capable coach-and-six of 
matched Shetland ponies circumnavigated the 
ring several times, the driver showing his skill 
at a lost art as he swung the six in a tight circle, 
then reversed. 

In the jumper division, the six-horse Sterling 
R. Smith stable, from Ravenna, Ohio, took both 
champion and reserve honors, with the chest¬ 
nut Sun Beau and the black Happy Landing, 
George Braun up on both. The Hales’ wild¬ 
going and popular General came closest, but was 
some ten points behind the champion lepper, 
which negotiated some nasty-looking heights 
handicapped often by nasty-looking footing, 
when the rains came. Linky Smith got the 
familiar gray Party Miss around the course, the 
only Marylander who got far in the jumper 
events, but old Miss wasn’t up to the flashy 
goings-on of the winners. 

Pony day, which was Saturday, brought out 
the young folk in a body, dressed to the very 
eyebrows and undaunted by a damp drizzle. Miss 
Catherine Bosley’s Kentucky Stables claimed the 
pony championship with Napoleon, perform¬ 
ing gracefully and very evenly under Barbara 
Ann Kade. Billy Boyce’s Spice was close up for 
reserve champion. Black Sparkle, Miss Martha 
Kennon’s pony up from Charlottesville, gar¬ 
nered several ribbons, and Miss Eve Prime got 
off her reserve-champion conformation hunter, 
Eve’s Star, to get on her pony Popsickle, and take 
one or two more. Otherwise, it was mostly a 
Maryland celebration, with Surprise, Stardust, 
Chit Chat, Limerick Lace, Easter Hal, Susan’s 
Fairy, Juniper and all the "regulars” making the 
rounds. Buddy Naylor did extremely well with 
Mr. Ken, and little Dorsey Brown on Nubbins 
got his first taste of show-ring triumph. 

Harness Racing's Return 

It was a race between time and the Laurel 
Raceways management, and the management 
won. Seldom has a sport’s debut been as success¬ 
ful as the introduction of modern night harness 
racing to Marylanders proved to be on the night 
of June 21, at the "old Ross Farm” at Laurel. 

At 8 P.M., a quarter-hour before post-time, 
the string of cars arriving at the raw little plant 
stretched out of sight around the bend of the 
Washington Boulevard, and people streamed in 
until after the third race. They came pre¬ 


dominantly from Washington and environs, 
with about one-third coming from the direction 
of Baltimore, and they had one thing in com¬ 
mon: everyone was in a cheerful mood. They 
trudged up the newly-paved entrance and across 
bare—but happily, dry—strips of mud. They 
crowded into the roofless grandstand or sat on 
benches out on the "apron.” A shortage of 
guards and ushers left swarms of spectators jam¬ 
ming the bleacher’s aisles and perching in boxes 
where they didn’t belong, but no one even mur¬ 
mured. The throng was estimated at more than 
10 , 000 . 

The 8-race program was carried out with no 
mishaps. The Totalisator functioned perfectly, 
though there were not enough windows to ac¬ 
commodate would-be bettors. "Give me Num¬ 
ber Nine,” asked a bettor at one window, and 
when the ticket-seller informed him there was 
no Number Nine in that race, he smiled. "All 
right, Eight, then. What’s the difference?” 

It was a crowd of amateurs, actually, all 
curious to understand what was going on, but 
relaxed and enjoying themselves. They whooped 
with excitement over the mild $54 daily-double 
pay-off, and exercised their lungs over each fin¬ 
ish, close or not. 

Racing Secretary Edwin T. Keller found him¬ 
self over-run with horses. All the new barns 
were full, tents provided for emergencies, and 
some thirty trotters stabled at nearby Laurel 
Race Course. Entries came from New York, 
New Jersey, Delaware, Maryland, Virginia and 
North Carolina, and a few, fresh from Roosevelt 
Raceway on Long Island, were placed in the 
heavy-favorite class. A 19-year-old gelding took 
the second race of the evening (startling Thoro- 
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President H. L. Straus, of the M. H. B . A., pre¬ 
sents the breeding section championship at the 
Timonium Show to Mrs. R. H. Heighe, owner 
of WISE SISTER. 
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bred-minded followers), and an 11-year-old 
stallion, Watson E. Direct, won the $1,000 In¬ 
augural for T. L. Johnson, of Rehoboth Beach. 
Driver T. Wingate, who brought home four win¬ 
ners during the night, was on the sulky. 

Down at the paddock, where electricians were * 
having a difficult time with the lighting-sys¬ 
tem, drivers lounged waiting for "their” race. 
Several were enthusiastic over the track. "It’s 
four seconds faster than the one I just now come 
from,” said one. "I look for Laurel to be a lead¬ 
ing track in a year or two,” said another. They 
were satisfied with starter Dave Hoyer’s efforts, 
with the gate, a Cadillac-type double-winger, 
and with the purses, which ranged from $400 up. 

As the cool, beautiful evening slid into night, 
the floodlights went on, picking up colors in the 
racing silks and making them sparkle. The tote 
windows took in $167,096, and turned away 
scores as each starting-bell rang. Spectators be¬ 
ginning to drift homeward found parking-lot 
attendants courteous and helpful. It all seemed 
too good to be true. 

But it was true. Harness racing was in Mary¬ 
land again, and this time, it looked to be here 
to stay. 

Timonium's Premium Book Out 

From President Matt L. Daiger, of the Mary¬ 
land State Fair and Agricultural Society of Balti¬ 
more County, commonly known as Timonium, 
we have received the 1948 edition of the fair’s 
67th Annual Premium Book, which contains 
a listing of all activities of the Fair, to be held 
from September 1 to 11 at the York Road plant. 
All the usual activities are dealt with in the 
Premium Book, which pays tribute to Mary¬ 
land’s Fair Board, which, this year, allocated 
$65,000 from its accrued racing funds, to be 
used as premium money at Timonium, the offi¬ 
cial State Fair of Maryland. 

Of particular interest to local horse and pony 
exhibitors are Departments E, F and G, which 
deal with Draft Horses, the Breeders’ Show, and 
the Equitation Show, respectively. This year 
only classes for Percherons, Belgians and Clydes¬ 
dales will be offered, with $915 in prize money 
being offered for each breed, an increase over 
last year of $165 a breed. The Pulling Contest, 
a very popular feature of the Fair, and staged 
on the nights of Wednesday, September 8 and 
Thursday, September 9, will carry $1,500 in add¬ 
ed money, as against $1,000 in years gone by. 

In the Breeders’ Show a total of $1,385 will 
be divided among the entries in 16 classes for 
Thoroughbreds and Half-breds, with an addi¬ 
tional class being added over previous years. 
The extra class is for Thoroughbred mares and 
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President David G. McIntosh III of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Show presents the trophy for the 
best foal to Harry L. Burkheimer, breeder of 
this son of Majority Rule. 
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foals, to be judged as a unit. The Pony Division, 
of which the Steward is Miss Celeste Hutton, 
has been expanded so that there will this year be 
special divisions for pure-bred Shetland and 
Welsh ponies, which must be registered in their 
respective Stud Books, as well as for ponies, 
other than Welsh and Shetland. A complete 
classification is offered in each division. In all, 
$1,200 is offered in premium money for the 
pony breeding classes. Thoroughbreds and Half- 
breds will be judged 10:00 a.m., Wednesday, 
September 1 and Ponies, Thursday, Sept. 2. 

The Equitation Show, which is under the 
Superintendency of Mrs. Dean Bedford, will be 
held Friday, September 3, at 9:00 a.m., and will 
include 11 classes devoted exclusively to horse¬ 
manship. The Bowling Brook Farm Trophy and 
the Holly Beach Farm Trophy, given respective¬ 
ly for the Championship in riding, not over 
fences and for riding over the jumps, will high¬ 
light the day, along with the awarding of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Trophy, given to the 
outstanding rider of the show. 

Premium books may be had from Mr. Daiger, 
at Timonium, or from the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association, at Towson. Entry blanks, 
and reprint of the classes in Departments F and 
G will be mailed to exhibitors of record about 
mid-July. Entries close to all classes at Timo¬ 
nium Saturday, August 14. Post entries are only 
acceptable in group classes. All classes of the 
Breeders’ Show will be judged by Mr. A. D. 
Ness, of Toronto, Canada.

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The Racing Scene: Activities Afield

Since last we reported on the racing scene, 
there has been no actual competition within the 
confines of the State of Maryland.. Nonetheless 
followers of the turf in this area have found 
much of interest in the last month, to say noth¬ 
ing of having opportunities to view racing at 
Garden State, Delaware Park and Charles Town 
without going too far from home. 

Maryland owners, trainers and horses have 
furnished a full share of the turf news, albeit on 
other fronts, and a good many of these will re¬ 
turn to "home country” for the summer Havre 
de Grace meeting which runs from July 6th 
through July 17th. 

Those who follow the fortunes of the State’s 
best Thoroughbreds experienced a moment of 
extreme gratification when W. L. Brann’s Esca- 
dru flashed fine form to win the Peter Pan 
Handicap at Belmont. This led to the belief 
that possibly the son of ^Challenger II and 
Escalade might possibly be the horse to knock 
Calumet Farm’s Citation from his throne. 

Unfortunately these hopes were dashed to 
smithereens in the Belmont Stakes, for Citation 
once again proved that he has both speed and 
stamina by racing the mile and a half in record 
time, leaving all rivals, including Escadru, strung 
out far behind him. 

However, Maryland regained some of the 
prestige lost in the Belmont when Scattered, a 
Stadacona Farm bred filly who previously had 
won the Pimlico Oaks, came crashing through 
with a fine victory in the Coaching Club Ameri¬ 
can Oaks. She races for King Ranch but was 
bred in Maryland by W. H. LaBoyteaux and sold 
as a yearling at Saratoga. 

Gallorette, the world’s greatest money win¬ 
ning mare from the Brann stable continued to 
show good efforts in New York although un¬ 
able to score in any of the rich stakes. However, 
she placed several times and added to her al¬ 
ready magnificent total of winnings. 

At Delaware Park, Harry Isaacs’ Brookfield 
Farm was represented by the stakes filly Itsabet 
who turned back a smart field in the Wilming¬ 
ton Handicap, while in New England, S. Myron 
Newmeyer’s Merryland Farm product Turbine 
returned to peak condition to give Maryland 
breeding another boost as he won the Spring 
Handicap and placed in the Blackstone Valley. 

Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, master of Saga¬ 
more Farm, was among the States owners far¬ 
ing well in recent weeks. His horses won with 
considerable regularity, both in New York and 
Delaware, and Loser Weeper was a fine second 


to Page Boots in the Kent Handicap. 

In the steeplechase division, Henry S. Hork- 
heimer, another Baltimorean, provided the vic¬ 
tor in the Tom Roby Steeplechase Handicap 
when Rank carried his colors to an excellent 
score. Rank is a 4-year-old gelding by Count 
Gallahad out of Reighzelle. 

Janon Fisher, director of the Maryland Jockey 
Club and well known owner, trainer and breed¬ 
er, conditioned his daughter’s Shivaree for two 
successive New York triumphs. 

Bovard, considered by many as the chief con¬ 
tender for Escadru for three-year-old honors 
within the State, was unfortunate in the Kent 
where he was favorite and yet could not land 
in the money. However, Bovard had been con¬ 
sistently in the money prior to that, winning 
the Survivor and running with Citation on sev¬ 
eral occasions. S. W. Labrot’s colt need not be 
cast aside simply because of his one bad per¬ 
formance at Delaware. 

Marylanders were shocked to learn of the 
serious injury to Emmett Roberts on June 7 at 
Belmont. This well known and well liked 
steeplechase jockey and trainer, was thrown 
heavily by Mechanize and has since been hos¬ 
pitalized with a fractured skull. Last reports in¬ 
dicate Roberts is recovering but will be out of 
action for a long time. His scores of friends 
in this area are pulling for him to emerge from 
this spill completely recovered. Whether he 
rides again or not, Roberts will be welcomed 
back in his training activities, for he had al¬ 
ready proven a capable conditioner of horses 
engaging in the infield branch of the game.

One of the most popular exhibits at the Maryland Horse Show was the six-pony hitch sent up by 
Oscar G. Smith of the Carolanne Farm at Norfolk , Virginia. 
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While Havre de Grace’s summer meeting of 
11 days is the most immediate business at hand, 
talk of the fall season also fills the air for most 
of the fans know that Laurel and Pimlico are 
having face-lifting jobs and the trend of thought 
is whether they’ll be ready for the activity which 
will mark the late season. 

Nominations to the five stakes at the ’Graw 
indicate that this experiment has at least at¬ 
tracted most of the top stables which normally 
have provided horses for meetings in Harford 
county at other dates. 

Maj. Gen. Milton A. Reckord, president of 
Havre de Grace, and Charles J. McLennan, gen¬ 
eral manager and racing secretary have been en¬ 
couraged by the business figures of the Dela¬ 
ware Park meeting. They believe a summer ses¬ 
sion at the ’Graw will be successful, provided the 
weather man relents and furnishes a different 
brand than was on tap during the spring. 

Some have argued that racing in "hot 
weather’’ will not fare as well as in spring and 
fall. However, Bel Air formerly operated dur¬ 
ing July and that track, closest approach to a 
major track among out minor ovals, certainly 
never lacked for customers or ready cash. So 
there seems to be no valid reason for believing 
that the time of year will affect Havre de Grace 
to any great extent. 

Improvement over the spring figures may 
naturally be expected, for the Harford county 
course will not have to run against Garden 
State. Elimination of that opposition and a 
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change in weather could easily boost the ’Graw 
mutuel play $200,000 daily. 

However, the fact that the outlook for Havre 
de Grace is better than in the spring, still does 
not remove the need for a get-together by Mary¬ 
land, Delaware and New Jersey officials. Date 
conflicts have hurt all three states this season and 
some of the conflicts could have been eliminated. 
Hardships on horsemen could have been avoided 
and the same holds true for a large number of 
racing officials and track employes. 

At Laurel and Pimlico, the racing strips are 
receiving a lot of attention. When the Pimlico 
management took over control of Laurel, Henry 
A. Parr, 3rd, president of both tracks, declared 
that one of the prime objectives at Laurel would 
be to provide an excellent and safe course over 
which the best horses would be glad to run. 

To that end, the association is spending more 
than $300,000 rebuilding not only the main 
course but the steeplechase oval as well. At the 
moment, Laurel looks much like a cyclone had 
swept through, but the contractors are confi¬ 
dent that the work will be completed well in ad¬ 
vance of the Sept. 30 opening date. 

At Pimlico the rebuilding is not so extensive 
but several portions of the track are being 
thoroughly overhauled from foundation to sur¬ 
face, to eliminate bad spots which developed 
during the heavy rains of last spring. 

Maryland had an interest in Gulfstream Park 
affairs during the last month. James L. Clifford, 
director of racing at the Florida course, is a 
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Baltimorean. It was announced that Cliffords 
post had been eliminated and his duties would 
be taken over by James Donn, president of 
Gulfstream. Clifford revealed that he had been 
"fired” at a board meeting to which he hadn’t 
been invited and also that he holds more stock 
in the association than several of those who 
voted him out. There are rumors of court ac¬ 
tion in the case and this seems to be one more 
incident in the stormy career of Gulfstream, 
where internal dissension has reached the sports 
page more often than the deeds of the Thorough¬ 
breds. 

The harness game has come into Maryland, 
too, since last we discussed the racing scene but 
that I will have to leave to someone with a 
greater knowledge of that sport than I possess. 
I’ll have to admit I can’t tell a trotter from a 
pacer. 

Changes in Registration Rules 

Harold Vosburgh, Registrar of The Jockey 
Club, writes to inform us of recent important 
changes in dates of registration, naming, etc., 
whereby all March dates, affecting registration, 
naming, etc., have now been changed to January 
1. We are further asked to notify breeders and 
others interested that when a horse has been 
reported to The Jockey Club as "sold without 
papers” such animal can never be reinstated, nor, 
if it be a mare, can produce ever be registered 
from it. 

Rule 65 of the Rules of Racing has been 
changed to read as follows: 

"Upon failure to register a horse before 
November 1st of the year of his birth, he may be 
registered prior to January 1st of his three-year- 
old year by special permission of the Stewards 
of The Jockey Club, but not thereafter. Provided 
the application to register be made prior to the 
January 1st next following his birth, the payment 
of a fee of $20.00 will be required, and after that 
date until January 1st of his two-year-old year 
the required fee will be $50.00, and after that 
date and prior to January 1st of his three-year- 
old year $100.00.” 

Rule 66 of the Rules of Racing has been 
changed to read as follows: 

"A name for each horse may be claimed with¬ 
out charge through the Registry Office before 
January 1st of his two-year-old year. On or after 
this date a horse may be named upon payment 
of a fee of $50.00 and then only if the name is 
claimed and allowed at least two days before the 
date of his first start.” 

The fee to register a foal of 1948 is $10.00 
if paid by October 31, 1948. The total registra¬ 
tion fee must accompany the application. 
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A certificate of service, giving dates, and 
signed by the owner (or authorized agent in 
charge) of the stallion, must accompany all ap¬ 
plications for registration. 

Foals of 1947 may be named without charge 
prior to January 1st, 1949. 

First Maryland Horse Show 

That horse shows in Maryland have changed 
vastly in the past half-century is well proven by 
an examination of the official programme of the 
"First Annual Horse Show,” held May 14 and 
15, 1897 under the auspices of the Elk Ridge Fox 
Hunting Club on the club’s ground on Charles 
St. Avenue. The catalogue was found among 
the effects of the late D. Sterett Gittings. 

The show commenced daily at 2.30 each after¬ 
noon, there being but eighteen classes in the 
two days of the affair. However, there appear 
to have been plenty of classes for those who 
wanted to compete, including exhibitors of sad¬ 
dle horses, roadsters, hunters, "sporting tandems” 
and even Cavalrymen. There were no pony classes 
in the show. 

Famous Maryland horses exhibited included 
Johnny Miller, owned by John McHenry; Red¬ 
mond Stewart’s Tim Burr; Charles E. Rieman’s 
Pinkcoat and Spalding Lowe Jenkins’ Reynard. 
Leading Baltimoreans who took part included 
Randolph Barton, Jr., Thomas Deford, Jr., Rob¬ 
ert N. Elder, Jr., Wm. M. Manly, members of 
the Jenkins and Levering families, Charles E. 
Rieman, W. Plunket and Redmond C. Stewart, 
Joseph W. Shirley, Ross W. Whistler and 
numerous others. 

Prominent among the advertisers is the name 
of Louis M. Vordemberge, supplying first class 
harness and saddlery half a century ago, just as 
he does today, and even then an advertiser in 
horse show programs. Another interesting ad¬ 
vertisement is that of the trotting stallion Col. 
Kuser, whose record "in the 6th heat of a race” 
was 2.1114. This horse is advertised to stand 
From March 1st to June 15th at Pimlico Race 
Track, where some of his colts can be seen.” He 
is stated to have been "The Best-Bred Horse and 
Fastest Trotter ever owned in Maryland,” a some¬ 
what sweeping statement. 

Also found among Mr. Gittings’ papers 
was a catalogue of the 8th annual show, 
held at the same place in 1906, but a much more 
pretentious affair, running no less than four 
days and with all sorts of additional classes in¬ 
cluding a high jump, to start at five feet, with 
horses carrying a minimum of 150 lbs. This 
catalogue, well thumbed throughout, has many 
interesting comments on horses and riders in 
Mr. Gittings’ hand. 
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New York Notes

Belmont’s spring meeting, a day longer than 
the one last year, ended with the diminishing 
averages which are appearing almost every¬ 
where. Attendance fell a little less than six per 
cent, betting by a bit more than 13 per cent. 
Fewer people with less money seems the picture 
elsewhere, and I suppose no one was surprised. 

As a matter of fact, however, the attendance 
figures show a slightly false picture. The gross 
figures, ordinarily the only ones released, include 
all track employees who go through the turn¬ 
stiles with badges, horsemen, newspaper writers, 
and the like, and this group stays about constant. 
The percentage drop in paid attendance figures 
is thus perceptibly larger than the gross figures 
suggest; at Belmont it was about nine per cent. 

There was nothing to complain of in the 
actual racing. Rippey began and ended the meet¬ 
ing with stakes victories down the chute—the 
Toboggan under 129 pounds, the Roseben under 
135—and though he made the mistake of essay¬ 
ing the Metropolitan Mile in the middle of the 
meeting, I should still rank him as the best 
sprinter in training. A Virginia product, he has 
now returned over $200,000 for the $12,000 he 
cost at the Meadow Brook sales. 

In the handicap division honors went to Sty¬ 
mie, even though the Suburban, for the fourth 
time, eluded him. His Metropolitan perform¬ 
ance was in his best style, a great surging run 
from last place landing the race after it had 
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Jack B. Ward’s three-gaited Champion at 
Timonium, GLENMARIE, Robert McCray, 
Jr., up. 


Jaclyn Ewing and her good-going MOON¬ 
BEAM, champion at Doughoregan Manor. 
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seemed too late for any horse to make up the 
ground. In the Suburban he lacked nearly two 
lengths of catching Harmonica, but he was giv¬ 
ing her 19 actual pounds, and she was further 
aided by the fact that nothing made her run in 
the early stages. A horse which is allowed to 
breeze in front can usually beat Stymie, so Sty¬ 
mie ended with a score of four tries in the 
Suburban, netting two seconds, a third, and a 
fourth. 

Maryland’s chief honors were won by two 
fillies, Scattered and Conniver. Scattered was per¬ 
haps a Maryland accident, because normally she 
would have been foaled at her owner’s farm in 
New Jersey. But in 1945 some of the La Boy- 
teaux mares were at Stadacona Farm, near Glyn- 
don, where * Piping Rock was at stud. 

Scattered had impressed me greatly in the 
Pimlico Oaks, because of the speed with which 
she got through her field, and the ease with 
which she opened up in the stretch. She ran a 
very disappointing race in the Acorn Stakes, 
finishing fifth behind Watermill but she ran 
back to her earlier form in the Coaching Club 
American Oaks, winning in a drive but by a 
comfortable margin. She ran a winning race in 
the Gazelle, too, but not at the weights. 

She was foaled on February 14, if you want 
to cast her horoscope, and King Ranch got her 
at Saratoga for $23 000. She seems a fair re¬ 
placement for Buy Why Not, which won 3-year- 
old filly honors for the stable last year but has 
missed her spring and early summer engage¬ 
ments as the result of grabbing her quarter in 
her stall at Columbia last winter. 

Conniver had a somewhat different history. 
She was bred by Alfred Vanderbilt, and at Mea- 
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dow Brook she sold for $2,500. At two she 
didn’t seem worth even that, and while she won 
a few races last year—three of 19 starts—she 
was considered so lightly that she raced once to 
be claimed for $8,000. 

Like most of the Discovery foals, she im¬ 
proved with another year of age. She had al¬ 
ready won. in good company before Belmont, 
but she won three straight there and, by the 
unintended cooperation of Ferril Zufelt, landed 
in Class A. 

The first of these was the overnight Pandora 
Handicap, in which she beat Honeymoon, 
Carolyn A., and Grillette. However, she was 
getting material weight concessions from the 
first two of these, and in her next start, on May 
28, she was second choice to *Miss Grillo. She 
opened away and went down the backstretch six 
lengths ahead, got home easily by two. 

The third of the series, on June 3, was the 
clincher. She met Red Stamp, Miss Kimo, Riso- 
later, and * Imprudence II, the latter hardly over 
her trip from France. She did not have the speed 
to stay with Miss Kimo in the early stages, but 
she went sailing to the front on the last turn, 
and apparently Zufelt forgot there are handi¬ 
caps, for he let her win by six lengths. She was 
in Class B when she hit the finish line but she 
was in Class A before she cooled out. 

The Vanderbilt stable got five victories with 
its homebreds, during the meeting at Belmont, 
in which I am counting the United Hunts meet¬ 
ing at the end. The last three came on successive 
days, as Stone Age and Starshot, both 2-year-olds, 
won on June 12 and 14 (Saturday and Monday), 
and Newsweekly took the Turf and Field Handi- 
cap on June 15, running a very handsome mile 
in 1:36-4/5. 

Stone Age missed the track record only a 
fifth of a second to win down the chute at four 
and a half furlongs, and he won easily. He is a 
son of *Bahram (the asterisk means imported; 
I know of no device to signify imported and 
then exported again) out of Petrify, which was 
the last stakes winner Vanderbilt had in New 
York until Newsweekly picked up one last year. 

The big score for the Maryland stables, how¬ 
ever, was Escadru’s victory in the Peter Pan 
Handicap. Vulcan’s Forge had a fresh set of 
laurels, as the result of beating Coaltown in the 
Withers. After the race there was some con¬ 
sideration given to making a phrase about 
withered withers laurels, but it was fortunately 
given up. Anvway, Escadru won as if he were 
much the best of the supporting cast of 3-year- 
olds around here, and he has some glittering op¬ 
portunities now that Citation has gone west. 
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W. Preston Howard driving HAGERS¬ 
TOWN, outstanding entry in the Roadster 
division at the Maryland Show. 
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Ed Christmas, who trains the Brann horses, 
was more than usually happy to see Calumet 
load, for the stable had also beaten Gallorette 
with Fervent and Faultless. However, he was not 
alone. Belmont was a cheerier place on its con¬ 
cluding Monday. Calumet had carried off nearly 
all the money but it was gone. 

Harford Horseman 

By Alice Forbes 

A number of Marylanders will be seeing their 
first harness racing this year now that the Legis¬ 
lature has authorized harness racing with pari¬ 
mutuel betting, and the Racing Commission has 
allotted dates. 

Of the three tracks which were to have opened 
this summer, only one, Laurel Raceway at 
Laurel, will actually go. A track at Oxen Hill, 
near Washington, and Ocean Downs, near Ocean 
City, had building troubles and will hold their 
first meetings in 1949. 

These tracks will bring high class harness¬ 
racing to Maryland for the first time. The show 
will differ from the county fair racing, familiar 
to Marylanders, in several important respects. 
There won’t be the furious clanging of the 
starter’s bell to bring the field back after a false 
start—starts will be made from the mechanical 
starting gate. Except in rare instances, the races 
will be trotted in a single heat—pari-mutuel bet¬ 
ting has made two or three heat races unfeasible. 

Apparent as the differences between harness 
and running races are to the average spectator, 
they’re other differences that aren’t so apparent 
on the surface — differences in the horsemen 
themselves. It would be ridiculous to say that 
Grand Circuit harness racing isn’t as profession¬ 
ally conducted as Thoroughbred racing, but 
there are harness trainers who do other things 
on the side such as "Doc” Allen of Joppa. 

For six months of the year, Mr. Allen works 
hard at being a business man. He owns and 
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operates a gas station, a restaurant and a group 
of tourist cabins on the Philadelphia Road near 
Joppa but as soon as June rolls around he leaves 
his daughter in charge of the enterprise and he 
and Mrs. Allen take the horses to Saratoga 
Springs. Mr. Allen races there for the greater 
part of the summer and winds up the season at 
Roosevelt Raceway on Long Island. 

Afrer the races the horses are turned out on 
the Allen farm till the end of January when they 
are taken up and jogged each day on the back 
roads around Joppa to tighten their muscles in 
preparation for the Spring training. Mr. Allen 
trains at Parker Mitchell’s training track at 
Perryman, where he conditions his own two 
trotters and three pacers for Mr. Mitchell. Mr. 
Mitchell, who owned one of the most successful 
canning houses in Harford, has been interested 
in harness horses for many years and takes time 
from his business to hang over the rails of a 
morning watching them train. Although Mr. 
Mitchell will occasionally climb into the sulky 
and drive, the day-to-day training is done by 

Doc,” who still claims his amateur status al¬ 
though he has been driving trotters for the past 
45 years. 

Mr. Allen was born in Michigan and spent 
his early years in the Middle West and Canada. 
He went to Harford to live soon after World 
War I during which he served as a veterinarian 
at Camp Holabird for sometime. Everyone still 
calls him "Doc,’’ although he hasn’t practiced 
for a long time. 

As his father kept harness horses, he can’t 
remember when he didn’t have an interest in 
them. Although 75 per cent of the drivers are 
now professionals. Mr. Allen still drives his 
horses in all their races. 

Harness men usually stay on a sulky till old 
age drags them off, so harness racing got the 
reputation of being, if not an old man’s sport, 
at least a sport in which old men indulged. The 
trend on the Grand Circuit, however, according 
to Mr. Allen, is towards young drivers. 

'It’s like everything else,” he said, "the young 
men will take the chances the old men won’t.” 

The fact that he is no longer young does not 
seem to have hurt Mr. Allen as a driver. The 
horses he trained and drove last year were in the 
money most of the times they ran. He doesn’t 
consider racing his main business, but it doesn’t 
cost him anything, either. 

It’s like this,” he said, "if they don’t earn 
their feed someone else starts feeding them.” 

Mr. Allen feels that his main talent lies in 
succeeding with other people’s cast-offs. When 
he first began working with Mr. Mitchell about 
six years ago, the Aberdeen canner offered to 
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give him a horse. Apparently the man who was 
training him could get nowhere. Mr. Allen re¬ 
fused him as a gift but bought him for a small 
sum, straightened the temperamental animal 
out and won with him. 

The best horse he’s ever driven. Mr. Allen 
says, is in his barn right now, a pacer named 
Flying High, which he expects to break the two- 
minute mark this summer. Another of Mr. 
Mitchell’s pacers is Anabelle Mitchell, which was 
only out of the money once last year. The third 
pacer is a two-year-old named Freddy Hawk. He 
has never been to the races bu,t has already out¬ 
paced the older horses in the barn. Mr. Allen 
describes him as a phenomonen. Flying High’s 
fastest mile to date is 2:08 and some change. 
The world’s record for the mile is 1:55. 

In spite of the fact that Mr. Allen likes pacers 
better than trotters "they’re easier to train and 
get to the races,” the two horses he and his wife 
own at present are trotters, Bridget Hanover and 
Sidney Volomit. Bridget is entered in $25,000 
worth of stakes this year, and Sidney trots a mile 
in 2:09. All of his horses are high class and run 
in stakes. Harness horses, incidentally, are classi¬ 
fied by the amount of money they have won, not 
by claiming races. 

He pretends only scorn for runners. "Why I 
wouldn’t go across the road,” he said, pointing 
to the opposite side of Route 40, "to see them 
run.” At that moment his grandaughter ap¬ 
peared to warn him that the Kentucky Derby 
was to be re-broadcast over the television set in 
ten minutes. 

Guess I might go look at that,” said Mr. 
Allen. Then he added defensively, "after all all 
I have to do is sit in my own living room.”

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Statement From the Park Service 

In view of the great interest aroused in Mary¬ 
land on the subject of the proposed survey of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal, now owned and 
about to be developed by the Parks Service of 
the Department of the Interior, The Maryland 
Horse requested a clarifying statement from 
the Director of the Parks Service, regarding the 
plans for the Canal survey. In response we have 
received the following letter from Mr. A. E. De- 
maray, the Acting Director, who explains some 
of the questions that have been raised at group 
meetings of those interested in the project: 

Mr. Harry T. Thompson, Assistant Superintendent 
of the National Capital Parks, has attended and re¬ 
ported back on recent conferences held by the eques¬ 
trian groups of Maryland at which they expressed 
great interest in the possibility of developing portions 
of the Chesapeake and Ohio Canal right-of-way for 
the trail riders in this section of the country. 

The enthusiastic interest which has been indicated 
by the equestrian organizations in the pending legis¬ 
lation which would authorize the National Park Ser¬ 
vice to survey this area for parkw’ay purposes is a 
source of gratification to those of us who have, for 
the past several years, been responsible for the ad¬ 
ministration of this historic relic of earlier days. 1 
am not quite sure how' to account for their lively in¬ 
terest in this project, but I am inclined to credit a 
large part of it to alert and active leadership in this 
form of recreation. 

At meetings held in Frederick and later on in Wash¬ 
ington, some concern has been expressed by the use 
of the term “survey” as written into the pending 
legislation. The term “survey” is synonymous with 
the word "study” and in its application it is implied 
that a survey or study, whichever you prefer, will be 
made of all such possibilities as hiking, fishing, boat¬ 
ing, horseback riding, picnicking, touring by auto¬ 
mobile and many other uses to which the old canal 
right-of-way may possibly be devoted. 

The term “parkway” has been used in the legisla¬ 
tion for the reason that the conditions under which 
the C & O Canal came into federal ownership speci¬ 
fied that it was for park and parkway purposes. Ac¬ 
cording to a definition which is used by the National 
Park Service, a parkway is defined as "a strip of pub¬ 
lic land devoted to recreation which features a plea¬ 
sure vehicle road through its entire length, on which 
occupancy and commercial development are excluded, 
and over which abutting property has no right of 
light, air, or access.” From this it will be seen tha: 
in using the term "parkway” in this instance we are 
eligible to consider every conceivable activity of a 
recreational nature and, of course, the construction of 
bridle trails for the trail riding devotees. 

The Park Service now has on hand more than 
185 miles of continuous land parallelling the Potomac 
River, for the most part occupied by the canal and tow- 
path. We are faced with a maintenance problem that 
far exceeds any appropriation which we have so far 
been able to obtain for this purpose. There are a great 
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many dwellings and buildings of various kinds occu¬ 
pied by tenants who in themselves present a prob¬ 
lem of administration and policing of a federal area 
between Cumberland and Washington, which I am 
sure you readily understand is an impossible task to 
perform with any degree of efficiency with the limited 
police force at our disposal. Over the past years several 
requests have been made by private companies and or¬ 
ganizations to purchase portions of our property for 
industrial and commercial purposes. According to 
current information, the United States Army Corps of 
Engineers will soon embark on a flood control pro¬ 
gram in the vicinity of Cumberland. Furthermore, the 
City of Cumberland, itself, has approached the Na¬ 
tional Park Service with a view to acquiring portions 
of the canal right-of-way. We have been reluctant to 
dispose of the canal by piecemeal methods without 
first determining if it could be developed either in 
whole or in part for recreation purposes for which it 
was acquired. In the essence, that is the purpose of 
the pending legislation. 

We have, however, been able to reconstruct the 
Canal from Washington to Seneca, Maryland, as an 
historic and scenic waterway, a distance of 23 miles. 
By cooperating with State agencies and local authori¬ 
ties, ten additional miles of the canal have been re¬ 
paired in a temporary manner to an extent that they 
have been stocked with fish and now serve as a fishing 
grounds. 

Over the years we have been pressed for answers 
from many quarters which we are unable to answer 
in a satisfactory manner due to a lack of an overall 
policy as to what should be the final disposition of 
the canal. We are now looking forward to sufficient 
funds to make a thorough study of all of the recrea¬ 
tional possibilities of this area in order that the great¬ 
est possible use of the canal may be effected. 

In the event the Congress approves the pending 
legislation, we shall most certainly seek the advice of 
all State, local and federal agencies which would in 
any way be affected by any program that might 
eventually be approved. Among the various uses 
which we shall consider will be that of trails for horse¬ 
back riding and hiking, together with the recreational 
uses normally considered in a study of this kind. We 
cannot at this early date tell you what our recom¬ 
mendations will be but we should within a year’s 
time be able to crystallize an overall plan for the 
canal property. 

I hope this brief outline of our aims and objec¬ 
tives will help to clear up some of the misapprehen¬ 
sions that have been expressed about the plans and 
intentions of the National Park Service where this 
project is concerned. 

The National Park Service has available book¬ 
lets describing the 14 national parks in which 
there are excellent facilities for horseback rid¬ 
ing. Equestrians desiring to spend part of their 
vacation in the saddle will do well to write to 
Newton B. Drury, Director, National Park Ser¬ 
vice, Department of the Interior, Washington 
25, D. C., for booklets. 

There are 3 national parks in the East that 
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offer splendid trails and adequate facilities for 
riders, to wit, Acadia National Park in Maine, 
Shenandoah National Park in Virginia and 
Great Smoky Mountains National Park, which 
comprises land in both Tennessee and North 
Carolina. The latter is open the year around. 

The riding trails in most parks are superb. 
Riding stables where riding horses may be rented 
and guides employed, are located near all of these 
and in some instances pack animals can be 
secured so that trips of several days duration 
deep into the parks may be taken. With such 
excellent trails available in the national parks, 
riders who desire to spend their vacations in the 
saddle have ample choice of vacation spots.

The Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association will present 
a Piece of Plate to the breeder of the winner of each 
race.

May 30. Drove up to the J. F. Flanagan 
farm, at Monkton, today, to look over the eleven 
French-bred yearlings which have just arrived 
after a ten-day journey on the water from Le 
Havre to New York. They are a well made 
lot, with good legs and feet and are from pro¬ 
ducing families, though the racing perform¬ 
ances of their sires and dams are little known 
here, they having won many stakes in the days 
of the Occupation. The group should do well 
between now and Saratoga time. 

June 2. To Timonium again today, having 
spent the past two days there, getting stalls allo¬ 
cated and numerous odd jobs attended to. Then 
to Baltimore, for a broadcast about the show. 

June 3. Most of the day was spent at 
Timonium, where the breeding classes were 
judged this morning. Entries were only mod¬ 
erate, most farms being too busy with the wind¬ 
ing up of the breeding season to bother with 
showing. However, all classes were filled, and 
some good stock was on hand. It was good to 
see Mrs. Heighe take the Breeding Division 
championship, she being Chairman of the 
M.H.B.A.’s Show Committee, and a constant 
supporter of the shows. Harry Burkheimer 
showed a grand colt by Majority Rule to win

Frank 
Christmas had a well balanced, racy looking son 
of Pilate and Memoirs that was winner of the 
yearling class and the award for the best Mary¬ 
land-bred Thoroughbred. 

June 5. The first three days of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Show have been very disappointing 
as far as spectator interest is concerned. The 
competition has been fine in the main, though 
many classes were affected by scratches and light 
entries. As usual, today’s exhibition of ponies 
and young riders has been outstanding, and a 
source of wonderment to the visiting firemen. 

June 6. The show is over, with a fair 
crowd on hand this afternoon for the final ses¬ 
sion. The day commenced with a delightful 
"brunch” being served for exhibitors and offi¬ 
cials at G. D. Moomaw’s farm, near Phoenix. 
This put all hands in good shape for the strenu¬ 
ous stake classes and championships of the after¬ 
noon. The hardier souls foregathered at the 
Obres’ Andor Farm after the show to talk it all 
over.

* Tourist, etc., which will go to Saratoga in 
August during our 125 mile jaunt today. 

June 11 . Out early again, winding up our 
trip with visits to the Lookover Stallion Station 
at Avon, where we saw the six stallions main¬ 
tained by The Jockey Club’s Breeding Bureau, 
moving on to Geneseo, Canaseraga, Wayland, 
Phelps, Canandaigua and back to Avon before 
taking the evening plane to Baltimore. The 
days miles totaled 185, with 23 farms visited in 
the tw r o days. 

June 12. To Upperville Show this morn¬ 
ing, to see the Thoroughbred breeding classes, 
which were well filled and had a number of en¬ 
tries of real class. Then to Sam Graham’s Tran¬ 
quility Farm, to look at some well grown year¬ 
lings that will go to Saratoga for the sales in 
mid-August. Home by way of Glade Valley 
Farm for a quick visit.
